Authorization  to  advertise  request  for  proposals  to  lease 
space  at  the  Downtown  Community  College  Center 

President  and  Members: 

The  Downtown  Community  College  Center  opened  for  instruction 
commencing  Fall  Semester  1978. 

From  April  1,  1979  to  April  1,  1982,  the  SFCCD  had  an  agreement  with 
the  Second  Front  Bookstore  for  the  lease  of  space  at  the  Downtown  Community 
College  Center  for  sole  purpose  of  operating  a  bookstore. 

On  March  9,  1982,  by  Resolution  No.  820309-B7,  the  Governing  Board 
authorized  the  advertisement  of  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  to  lease  spaces 
for  operating  a  bookstore  at  the  Downtown  Community  College  Center. 

On  June  15,  1982,  by  Resolution  No.  820615-BlO,  the  Governing  Board 
authorized  execution  of  a  lease  with  Columbus  Avenue  Books  providing  for, 
among  other  things,  a  rental  of  an  annual  minimum  guarantee  of  $6,000.00  or  5% 
of  "net  revenue"  over  $6,000.00  whichever  is  greater.   The  term  of  the  lease 
was  for  three  years  commencing  June  16,  1982  through  June  30,  1985  with  two 
options  to  renew  -  for  one  year  ending  June  30,  1986  and  a  second  year  ending 
June  30,  1987.   The  Lessee  exercised  these  options  to  renew  and  term  of  the 
lease  with  renewals  expired  on  June  30,  1987.  A  further  renewal  was  then 
granted  to  expire  on  March  31,  1988. 

The  operation  of  the  bookstore  should  be  continued  to  provide 
essential  services  for  the  Downtown  Community  College  Center  students. 
Therefore,  it  is  necessary  that  request  for  proposals  be  again  advertised  to 
lease  bookstore  space. 

Article  4  of  Chapter  2,  Part  49  of  the  California  Education  Code, 
commencing  with  Section  81360,  regulates  the  sale  or  lease  of  real  property  of 
community  colleges.   Relevant  sections  read  as  follows: 

§  81365.   Before  ordering  the  sale  or  lease  of  any  property  the  governing 
board,  in  a  regular  open  meeting,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its  members, 
shall  adopt  a  resolution,  declaring  its  intention  to  sell  or  lease  the 
property,  e.s   the  case  may  be.   The  resolution  shall  describe  the  property 
proposed  to  be  sold  or  leased  in  such  manner  as  to  identify  it  and  shall 
specify  the  minimum  price  or  rental  and  the  terms  upon  which  it  will  be  sold 
or  leased  and  the  commission,  or  rate  thereof,  if  any,  which  the  board  will 
pay  to  a  licensed  real  estate  broker  out  of  the  minimum  price  or  rental.   The 
resolution  shall  fix  a  time  not  less  than  three  weeks  thereafter  for  a  public 
meeting  of  the  governing  board  to  be  held  at  its  regular  place  of  meeting,  at 
which  sealed  proposals  to  purchase  or  lease  will  be  received  and  considered. 

§  81368.  Notice  of  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  and  of  the  time  and  place 
holding  the  meeting  shall  be  given  by  posting  copies  of  the  resolution  signed 
by  the  board  or  by  a  majority  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  the  district, 
not  less  than  15  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting,  and  by  publishing  the 
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notice  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  before  the  meeting 
in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  county  in  which  the 
district  or  any  part  thereof  is  situated,  if  any  such  newspaper  is  published 
therein. 

§  81370.   Opening  and  accepting  bids  at  public  meeting;  Waiver  of  requirement 
that  board  accept  highest  bid 

(a)  At  the  time  and  place  fixed  In  the  resolution  for  the  meeting  of  the 
governing  body,  all  sealed  proposals  which  have  been  received  shall, 
in  public  session,  be  opened,  examined,  and  declared  by  the  board. 
Except  as  provided  in  subdivision  (b) ,  of  the  proposals  submitted 
which  conform  to  all  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  the 
resolution  of  intention  to  sell  or  to  lease  and  which  are  made  by 
responsible  bidders,  the  proposal  which  is  the  highest,  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  commission,  if  any,  to  be  paid  a  licensed 
real  estate  broker  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  finally 
accepted,  unless  a  higher  oral  bid  is  accepted  or  the  board  rejects 
all  bids. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  subdivision  (a),  the  governing  board  of  any 
community  college  district  may  apply  to  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  California  Community  Colleges  for  a  waiver  of  the  requirement 
that  the  governing  board  accept  the  highest  responsible  bid  for  the 
sale  or  lease  of  real  property.   The  board  of  governors  may  grant  a 
waiver  pursuant  to  this  subdivision  if  it  determines  that  the  waiver 
is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  community  college  district. 

§  81371.   Before  accepting  any  written  proposal,  the  board  shall  call  for  oral 
bids.   If  upon  the  call  for  oral  bidding,  any  responsible  person  offers  to 
purchase  the  property  or  to  lease  the  property,  as  the  case  may  be,  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  specified  in  the  resolution,  for  a  price  or  rental 
exceeding  by  at  least  5  percent,  the  highest  written  proposal,  after  deducting 
the  commission,  if  any,  to  be  paid  a  licensed  real  estate  broker  in  connection 
therewith,  then  the  oral  bid  which  is  the  highest  after  deducting  any 
commission  to  be  paid  a  licensed  real  estate  broker  in  connection  therewith, 
which  is  made  by  a  responsible  person,  shall  be  finally  accepted.   Final 
acceptance  shall  not  be  made,  however,  until  the  oral  bid  is  reduced  to 
writing  and  signed  by  the  offeror. 

§  81372.   The  governing  board  by  majority  vote  may  adopt  a  rule  delegating  to 
an  officer  or  employee  of  the  district  the  authority  to  perform  the  duties 
required  to  be  performed  by  the  governing  board  under  Section  81370  and  81371. 
If  such  a  rule  is  adopted,  the  resolution  required  in  Section  81365  shall 
specify,  in  lieu  of  the  public  meeting  of  the  governing  board  to  be  held  at 
its  regular  place  of  meeting,  the  place  at  which  the  designated  officer  or 
employee  will  receive  and  open  sealed  proposals  to  purchase  or  lease  and  will 
call  for  oral  bids.   All  other  provisions  of  this  article  not  in  conflict  with 
the  delegation  or  this  authority  are  applicable.   However,  the  final 
acceptance  of  a  bid,  or  rejection  of  all  bids,  shall  be  made  by  the  governing 
board  at  a  public  meeting. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 
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PESOLVED: 

Section  1  -  That  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  California  Education 

Code,  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  hereby  declares  its  intention  to  lease  the  following 
described  spaces: 

Downtown  Community  College  Center 
800  Mission  Street,  San  Francisco 

Room  110,  approximately  1270  square  feet 
Room  106,  approximately  226  square  feet 

Section  2  -  That  said  spaces  will  not  be  needed  for  school  classroom 
purposes. 

Section  3  -  That  said  spaces  shall  be  used  for  the  sole  purpose  of 

operating  a  bookstore  for  the  sale  of  textbooks,  supplementary 
textbooks,  school  supplies,  stationery  supplies,  confectionary  items,  and 
related  auxiliary  school  supplies  and  services. 

Section  4  -  That  sealed  proposals  and  oral  bids  to  lease  said  spaces  will 

be  received  by  the  Vice  Chancellor,  Business,  who  is  hereby 
authorized  to  receive  and  open  sealed  proposals  and  call  for  oral  bids,  at 
33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  at  3:00  p.m.,  Friday, 
February  26,  1988. 

Section  5  -  That  proposals  for  the  lease  of  said  spaces  shall  be  subject 

to  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  and  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  in  the  following: 

1 .  General  Information 

2.  General  Conditions  of  the  Request  for  Proposals  - 

Lease  of  Spaces  for  Bookstore;  and 

3.  Sample  Agreement;  all 

on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Vice  Chancellor,  Business,  at  33  Gough 
Street,  San  Francisco,  California.   Proposals  for  the  lease  of  said  spaces 
shall  be  for  a  three-year  period  commencing  April  1,  1988  with  two  options 
to  extend  the  term  for  additional  periods  of  one  year  each,  at  a  minimum 
rental  of  Six  Thousand  Dollars  ($6,000)  per  year. 

Section  6  -  That  upon  a  call  for  oral  bidding,  any  responsible  person 

shall  have  the  right  to  offer  to  lease  said  spaces  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  specified  in  this  resolution,  for  a  rental  exceeding 
by  at  least  five  percent  (5%)  the  highest  written  proposal  received 
therefor.   All  oral  bids  taken  under  consideration  shall  be  confirmed  in 
writing  by  the  bidder  immediately  upon  the  close  of  the  oral  bidding  or 
within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  thereafter. 

Section  7  -  That  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 

College  District  shall  not  pay  any  real  estate  commission  for 
the  lease  of  said  spaces. 
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Section  8  -  That  final  acceptance  of  a  bid,  or  rejection  of  all  bids, 

shall  be  made  by  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco 

Coimnunity  College  District  at  its  meeting  on  or  about  March  1'5,  1988, 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and /or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  the  request  for  proposals  for  the  lease  of  said  spaces  in  accordance 
with  instructions  contained  herein.

President  and  Members: 

On  July  29,  1980,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
800729-B4  authorizing  contract  with  American  Appraisal  Associates,  Inc.  to 
obtain  annual  trending  service  to  update  property  and  equipment  values. 

In  June  1978,  an  initial  Inventory  and  appraisal  was  made.   Since 
then,  with  the  acquisition  of  the  DBG  computer  system,  we  have  taken  over  the 
annual  update  of  the  inventory  file.   However,  in  order  to  get  annual 
appraisal  data  to  update  our  property  and  equipment  values  for  financial 
statements  and  insurance  coverage,  we  need  annual  trend  factors.  American 
Appraisal  Associates,  Inc.  will  provide  the  data  for  the  annual  trending 
service  to  update  our  inventory  as  of  June  30,  1987  for  a  cost  of  $1,500. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may 
contract  with  and  employ  any  persons  for  the  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or 
district  special  services  and  advice  in  financial,  economic,  accounting, 
engineering,  legal  or  administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are  specially 
trained  and  experienced  and  competent  to  perform  the  special  services 
required". 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  SFCCD  contract  with  American  Appraisal 

Associates,  Inc.  to  obtain  annual  trending  service  to 
update  property  and  equipment  values  as  of  June  30,  1987  at  a  cost

Adoption  of  Nonresident  Tuition  Fee  Rate  in  Grades  13  and 
14  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1988-89 

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  reads  as  follows: 

"A  community  college  district  may  admit  and 
shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to  nonresident  students. 
The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer 
units.   Exemptions  made  pursuant  to  this  subdivision 
shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and 
resident  of  a  foreign  country,  provided  that  the 
nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for  the 
exemption  and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the 
nonresident  foreign  students  attending  any  community 
college  district  may  be  so  exempted.   Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  may  be  made  on  an 
individual  basis. 

A  district  may  contract  with  a  state,  a  county 
contiguous  to  California,  the  federal  government,  a 
foreign  country,  or  an  agency  thereof,  for  payment  of 
all  or  a  part  of  a  nonresident  student's  tuition  fee. 

Attendance  of  nonresident  students  shall  not  be 
reported  as  resident  average  daily  attendance  for 
state  apportionment  purposes,  except  as  provided  by 
statute  in  which  case  a  nonresident  tuition  fee  may 
not  be  charged. 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  b}^  the 
governing  board  of  each  community  college  district 
not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the 
succeeding  fiscal  year.   Such  fee  may  be  paid  in 
installments,  as  determined  by  the  governing  board  of 
the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board 
pursuant  to  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  represent 
for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester 
units  or  45  quarter  units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year 
(a)  the  amount  which  was  expended  by  the  district  for 
the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by  the 
California  Community  College  Budget  and  Accounting 
Manual  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States 
Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  Department 
of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding 
fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  in  the  district  in  the  preceding 
fiscal  year,  or  (b)  the  current  expense  of  education 
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In  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  districty 
increased  by  the  projected  percent  increase  In  the 
United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by 
the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
and  succeeding  fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  all  students  (including 
nonresident  students)  attending  all  districts  during 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (c)  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  the  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  on 
any  contiguous  district.   However,  should  the 
district's  preceding  fiscal  year  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district 
in  noncredit  courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10 
percent  of  the  district's  total  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district, 
the  district  in  calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute 
instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of  education  in 
grades  13  and  14  and  average  daily  attendance  in 
grades  13  and  14  of  all  students  attending  in  the 
district . 

The  governing  board  of  each  community  college 
district  shall  also  adopt  a  tuition  fee  per  unit  of 
credit  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  more  or 
less  than  15  units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the 
fee  determined  in  the  preceding  paragraph  by  30  for 
colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45  for 
colleges  operating  on  the  quarter  system  and  rounding 
to  the  nearest  whole  dollar.   The  same  rate  shall  be 
uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attending  any 
terms  or  sessions  maintained  by  the  community 
college.   The  rate  charged  shall  be  the  rate 
established  for  the  fisca]  year  in  which  the  term  or 
session  ends. 

Any  loss  in  district  revenue  generated  by  the 
nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  not  be  offset  by 
addition?.]  state  funding. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  which  require  a 
mandatory  fee  for  nonresidents  shall  not  apply  to  any 
district  which  borders  on  another  state  and  has  fewer 
than  500  average  daily  attendance." 

For  Fiscal  Year  1987-88,  the  per  semester  unit  nonresident  tuition 
fee  rate  was  $92.   It  has  been  computed  that  the  current  expense  of  education 
for  the  College  Division  (grades  13  and  14)  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1986-87  was 
$2,669.75  per  ADA.   Multiplying  this  by  the  projected  increase  in  the  United 
States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  California  Department  of 
Finance  for  the  two  years  of  1.08  and  then  dividing  by  30  semester  units,  we 
arrive  at  $96.11  or  $96  (rounded),  as  the  1988-89  per  semester  unit 
non-resident  tuition  fee  rate. 

The  per  semester  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  computed  for  1988-89 
for  all  districts  statewide  is  $91.   The  per  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  to 
be  established  for  1988-89  by  the  governing  board  of  districts  contiguous  to 
the  SFCCD  is  not  known  at  this  time.   However,  the  1987-88  rates  as  published 
in  the  college  catalogs  are  as  follows:   San  Mateo  $91  per  semester  unit.; 
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Feralta  $91  per  quarter  unit.;  Contra  Costa  $92  per  semester  unit.;  and  Marin 
$102  per  semester  unit.

The  California  State  Department  of  Education  (SDE)  has  requested 
proposals  to  establish  Competency-Based  Education  Pilot  Sites  that  would,  in 
turn,  receive  in-service  training  and  technical  assistance  from  SDE  staff.   No 
additional  grant  funding  beyond  the  present  306/310  monies  will  be  available. 

Since  1981,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  Centers  have 
received  annual  funds  to  facilitate  the  development  of  competency-based  adult 
education  curriculum,  materials,  techniques  and  materials.   In  Fall  1988,  the 
State  wishes  to  establish  16  demonstration  sites  for  model  programs.  As 
preparation  for  this  endeavor,  pilot  sites  will  be  initially  established  to 
complete  the  implementation  of  Competency-Based  Education  Programs  (CBE) . 

The  CBE  staff  has  identified  two  major  centers  that  have  potential 
lor  serving  as  demonstration  sites  for  the  State  of  California:   John  Adams 
Community  College  Center's  Adult  Education  Program  and  Chinatown/North  Beach 
Community  College  Center's  English-as-a-Second  Language  Program.   Both  centers 
have  greatly  contributed  to  the  CBE  implementation  efforts  through  their 
participation  in  related  workshops,  revision  of  curriculum,  training  of  staff, 
utilization  of  CBE  processes,  and  application  of  CBE  instructional  techniques. 
Upon  State  approval,  these  two  sites  will  receive  training  and  materials  that 
had  been  previously  available  through  the  ESL  Institute,  Teacher  Improvement 
(TIP)  Workshop,  Institutional  Self-Assessment  Measurement  (ISAM)  Sessions,  and 
other  state-sponsored  faculty  training  resources. 

Specific  competency-based  educational  objectives  are  tViat:   outcomes 
are  life  skill  and  basic  skill  competencies  which  are  explicit,  known,  and 
agreed  upon;  class  time  is  related  to  the  abilities  and  needs  of  the  learner; 
instruction  is  related  to  the  experiences  of  the  adult  learner  and  is,

The  plan  for  using  a  micro-computer  approach  to  provide  electronic 
automation  for  the  District  Personnel  Office  has  been  reviewed  and  recommended 
by  the  Vice  Chancellor  for  Personnel,  District's  Computer  Policy  Committee, 
and  Chancellor  Superintendent. 

Currently,  the  District  Personnel  Office  has  no  internal  data 
processing  capability.   There  is  limited  word  processing  capability  and  a 
District  personnel  mainframe  information  system  (Human  Resources  Information 
System,  Systems  and  Computer  Technology  Corporation) ,  but  that  support  does 
not  provide  for  the  daily  major  office  functions. 

The  urgent  need  for  automation  is  evident  by  the  many  manually 
performed  personnel  bookkeeping  and  position  control  activities  by  the  office 
staff.   Because  of  the  instant  demand  for  accurate  information  and  the  need 
for  adequate  control  via  personnel  matters  (exposure  to  potential  liability 
and  compliance  with  local.  State  and  Federal  laws  and  policies/regulations), 
there  is  an  immediate  need  to  implement  appropriate  automation  for  routine  and 
special  office  functions. 

To  provide  the  funds  for  data  processing  equipment,  one  vacant 
classified  position  will  not  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  fiscal 
year  and  will  most  likely  be  eliminated  from  the  District  Personnel  Office  in 
the  next  year's  budget.   The  anticipated  savings  for  Fiscal  Year  1987-88  will 
be  transferred  from  classified  personnel  to  the  equipment  account.

Four  hazardous  substances  removal  projects  were  submitted  to  the 
State  Chancellor's  Office  for  partial  State  funding  in  the  1987-88  Hazardous 
Substances  Removal  Program. 

We  have  been  informed  by  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  that  all  four 
projects  submitted  have  been  approved  for  partial  funding  in  the  1987-88  State 
Budget  on  a  90%-10%  matching  basis. 

The  four  approved  projects  and  corresponding  estimated  total  project 
costs  are:   CCSF  -  Removal/Replacement  of  3,000  gallon  fuel  storage  tank  and 
installation  of  monitoring  system  on  10,000  gallon  tank,  $44,500;  John  Adams 
Center  -  Removal/Replacement  of  2,000  gallon  fuel  storage  tank,  $34,500; 
Downtown  Center  -  Installation  of  electronic  monitoring  system  on  fuel  storage 
tank,  $10,000;  Airport  School  -  Retrofill  225  KVA  transformer,  $5,000. 

The  District  matching  share  for  specifications  and  construction  will 
be  $9,400.   In  order  to  provide  the  District's  matching  share,  it  is  proposed 
that  funds  be  transferred  from  Capital  Outlay  projects  at  City  College  and  the 
Centers  Division  that  have  been  funded  but  not  yet  started  or  to  be  reduced  in 
scope.   Specific  projects  remain  to  be  identified  and  will  be  recommended  for 
future  Governing  Board  action. 

The  following  resolution,  in  part  in  the  form  required  by  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges,  is  recommended  for 
adoption:

The  total  amount  of  this  agreement  shall  not  exceed  $85,000. 

2.  The  Covenantor  shall  render  the  services  specified  in  the 
Proposal  Request  for  Hazardous  Substances  Removal  Funding, 
which  has  already  been  provided  to  both  parties;  and  the 
document  is  incorporated  into  and  made  part  of  this  agreement 
by  reference.   The  Covenantor  agrees  to  perform  all  services  as 
described  and  to  follow  all  other  rules  and  regulations 
applicable  under  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA) 
Regulations,  State  Water  Resources  Control  Board  Regulations 
and  Title  5  Regulations. 

3.  In  consideration  of  satisfactory  performance  of  the  above,  the 
State  agrees  to  pay  the  Covenantor  costs  in  accordance  with  the 
Hazardous  Substances  Estimated  Proposal.   The  Covenantor  may 
make  changes  in  any  individual  line  item  in  the  Proposal 
subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  the  Project  Monitor.   The 
total  amount  payable  under  this  contract  shall  not  exceed 
$85,000.   Payment  shall  be  made  in  arrears  upon  receipt  of  an 
invoice,  specifying  expenditures  for  the  period  covered.   No 
payment  shall  be  made  without  the  approval  of  the  Project 
Monitor.   The  district  agrees  to  expend  matching  funds  at  least 
equal  to  10%  of  the  total  project  cost. 

A.    The  district  must  encumber  funds  and  award  construction 

contracts  by  June  30,  1988.   The  period  of  performance  for  this

5.  Funds  provided  herein  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  hazardous 
substances  removal  and  shall  not  be  used  to  upgrade  facilities. 
The  districts  may  upgrade  the  facilities  in  conjunction  with 
hazardous  substances  removal  projects  but  must  do  so  with  their 
own  funds . 

6.  Covenantor  shall  furnish  detailed  itemization  of  expenditures 
and  retain  all  records  relating  to  direct  expenses  reimbursed 
to  Covenantor  hereunder  and  to  hours  of  employment  on  this 
contract  by  any  employee  of  Covenantor  for  which  the  State  is 
billed.

The  Community  College  Construction  Act  of  1967  and  1980,  California 
Education  Code  Section  81800  et  seq.,  requires  the  submission  of  an  updated 
Five  Year  Capital  Construction  Plan  for  the  District  to  the  Office  of  the 
Chancellor,  California  Community  Colleges,  on  or  before  February  1,  1988. 

The  staff  is  preparing  the  submittal  in  the  prescribed  format  with 
supporting  documentation.   The  basis  of  this  year's  update  is  last  year's 
Capital  Construction  Program  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  at  their 
January  21,  1987  meeting.   Essentially,  the  Proposed  Plan  reflects  the 
carryover  of  District  projects  remaining  disapproved  and  unfunded  by  the 
State,  but  still  needed. 

Only  those  project  needs  included  in  the  previously  District 
approved  programs,  as  well  as  mandated  requirements  (handicapped,  life,  safety 
and  energy  conservation)  were  considered  for  this  submittal.   However,  certain 
modifications  to  individual  projects  were  made  due  to  changed  circumstances 
subsequent  to  previous  Governing  Board  action,  such  as  current  plans  of  the 
District  concerning  future  academic  programs  considered  in  the  light  of 
anticipated  revenue;  escalating  construction  cost;  enrollment  projections;  and 
utilization  standards  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  California  Community 
Colleges.  The  above  factors  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  nature,  scope  and 
timing  of  proposed  projects  to  assure  consideration  for  State  funding. 

The  resulting  Five-Year  submittal  will  be  consistent  in  content  and 
principle  with  previous  plans  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  and  expectations 
of  the  level  of  State  support;  therefore,  the  following  resolution  is 
recommended  for  adoption.

Federal  regulations  governing  the  Perkins  Loan  Program  (formerly  the 
National  Direct  Student  Loan  Program)  is  now  mandating  institutions  to  impose 
late  charges  on  each  overdue  installment  pajmient  on  loans  to  cover  cost  of 
attendance  for  a  period  of  enrollment  that  began  on  or  after  January  1,  1986. 
The  late  charge  should  not  exceed  20%  of  the  overdue  amount. 

In  a  survey  conducted  by  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  the 
following  practices  are  now  prevailing  at  some  of  the  institutions 
participating  in  the  Perkins  Loan  Program:   (1)  For  each  overdue  payment  on  a 
loan  payable  in  monthly  installments,  a  maximum  monthly  charge  of  $1  for  the 
first  month  and  $2  for  each  additional  month,  (2)  For  each  overdue  payment  on 
a  loan  payable  in  bi-monthly  installments,  a  maximum  bi-monthly  charge  of  $3, 
and  (3)  For  each  overdue  payment  on  a  loan  payable  in  quarterly  installments, 
a  maximum  charge  per  quarter  of  $6. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Under  the  terms  of  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco's  agreement  to 
participate  in  the  Perkins  Loan  Program,  it  is  the  College's  responsibility  to 
pursue  an  effective  collection  procedure  in  which  extensive  and  forceful 
practices  and  policies  are  applied  consistently  and  with  "due  diligence."  To 
comply  with  Federal  regulations  to  pursue  repayment  of  loans  to  the  maximum 
extent,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  recommends  that  institutions  contract 
with  multiple  collection  agencies.  While  the  College  is  already  under 
contract  with  one  collection  agency.  Diversified  Collection  Services,  Inc.,  it 
does  not  obligate  the  College  to  assign  all  its  accounts  to  that  agency.   In 
addition,  contracting  with  collection  agencies  will  not  incur  costs  to  the 
District.   The  agencies'  commission  charges  will  not  exceed  33-1/3%  of  all 
monies  collected  for  the  College.   This  charge  is  the  usual  amount  charged  by 
such  collection  agencies. 

Representatives  from  various  collection  agencies  were  interviewed 
and  their  services  discussed.   After  careful  consideration,  it  was  decided 
that  United  Collection  Corporation,  based  in  Hayward,  California,  and 
Financial  Collections  Agencies,  based  in  Pennsylvania  with  a  branch  office  in 
San  Francisco,  can  provide  the  College  with  the  most  adequate  services 
desired.   Both  collection  agencies  are  fully  licensed,  bonded,  and  have 
computerized  services. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  SFCCD  contract  with  1)  United  Collection 

Corporation,  and  2)  Financial  Collection  Agencies  for  the 
collection  of  delinquent  loans  under  the  Perkins  Loan  Program,  City 
College  of  San  Francisco.

The  State  Chancellor's  Office  has  informed  us  that  due  to  a  major 
data  collection/key  punch  error  the  allocation  for  Disabled  Student  Programs 
and  Services  for  1987-88  has  been  increased  from  the  SFCCD  Adopted  Budget 
amount  of  $218,729  to  $244,057,  an  increase  of  $25,328. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85210  reads  as  follows:   "All 
income  accruing  to  the  community  college  district  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
required  to  finance  the  total  proposed  expenditures,  including  transfers  to 
other  community  college  districts  and  funds,  as  shown  in  the  budget  of  the 
district  shall  be  added  to  the  general  reserve  of  the  district,  and  shall  not 
be  available  for  appropriation  by  the  district  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
except  by  the  following  procedure.   The  governing  board  of  the  district  shall, 
by  formal  action  of  the  board,  pass  a  resolution  setting  forth  the  need 
according  to  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  to  be  met  from  any 
portion  of  the  general  reserve  derived  from  assured  income  in  excess  of  the 
total  amount  anticipated  in  the  budget.   The  resolution  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools  for  approval.   On  the  first  day  of  July 
of  each  year,  the  general  reserve  together  with  unexpended  balances  of 
appropriations  and  income  in  excess  of  anticipated  income  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  district,  and  the  district 
shall  include  all  money  so  credited  in  the  balance  shown  in  the  budget  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year.

Consortium  for  International  Education  (CIE)  has 
offered  to  renew  its  contract,  providing  the  same  services  as  were  provided  in 
1987,  with  a  price  increase.   CIE  attributes  the  price  increase  to  inflation 
in  Mexico.  The  former  and  proposed  prices  are:

The  price  is  "subject  to  change  due  to  dollar  fluctuation  and 
inflation  in  Mexico." 

In  1985  and  1987,  CIE  was  the  sole  contractor  to  make  a  proposal  for 
City  College  programs.   In  1986,  Percival  Tours  was  the  sole  contractor  to 
make  a  proposal,  but  Percival  has  indicated  that  it  is  not  interested  in 
making  a  Mexico  proposal  this  year.   Program  cost  in  1985  was  $1,388  and  in 
1986  was  $1,333. 

CIE  has  been  the  contractor  for  several  City  College  programs, 
starting  in  1985.   Student  and  staff  comments  on  CIE's  performance  have  been 
generally  favorable. 

Based  upon  the  criteria  of  our  requirements  and  their  price,  pol- 
icies, and  past  performance,  the  firm  of  Consortium  for  International  Educa- 
tion is  recommended  to  provide  the  necessary  travel  and  educational  program 
arrangements.

2.  Architectural  firms  making  application  shall  comply  with  the

Each  Committee  shall  consist  of  at  least  six  members 
and  one  non-voting  Architectural  Advisor  as  follows:

selected  in  the  normal  manner  for  tripartite  committees.   The 

Chancellor  Superintendent  may  recommend  additional  members  to 

the  Committee  when  he  deems  it  advisable.

The  procedure  for  the  selection  of  a  Master  Plan  or  Campus 
Architect  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  any  other  project. 
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Procedure 

1.  The  Committee  shall  study  and  review  the  applications  and 
brochures  of  the  applicant  firms.  '  J 

2.  The  Associate  Director,  Facilities  and  Planning,  shall  schedule 
interviews  as  determined  by  the  Committee. 

3.  The  Committee  shall  conduct  interviews  with  the  principal 
architects  listed  in  the  applications.   Interviews  shall  not 
Include  rendering,  slide  or  movie  presentations.   Following  the 
interview,  the  Committee  shall  nominate  a  minimum  of  two  and 
not  more  than  three  firms  to  the  Chancellor  Superintendent. 

4.  The  Chancellor  Superintendent  has  the  responsibility  for  making 
the  final  recommendation  to  the  Governing  Board.   He/She  may 
recommend  any  one  of  the  three  nominated  firms  to  the  Governing 
Board  for  appointment,  or  he/she  may  reject  all  nominated  firms 
and  request  the  Committee  to  provide  new  nominations. 

5.  After  an  Architect  is  appointed,  an  agreement  shall  be 
negotiated. 

6.  The  procedure  for  small  projects  shall  be  the  same  as  above 
excepting  that,  for  projects  whose  estimated  cost  of 
construction  is  less  than  $200,000,  the 

Chancellor  Superintendent  may  be  delegated  authority  by  the 
Governing  Board  to  recommend  an  Architect  from  the  list  of 
applications  on  file  with  the  Associate  Director,  Facilities 
and  Planning.

The  Balboa  Reservoir  Planning  Committee,  City  College,  and  the 
District  wish  to  waive  these  procedures  in  favor  of  a  professional  competition 
to  select  an  architect  to  develop  revisions  to  the  City  College  Facilities 
Master  Plan  to  include  the  use  of  the  Balboa  Reservoir.   The  professional 
competition  will  likely  attract  and  interest  the  participation  of  a  wide 
variety  of  architectural  finns  and  provide  the  greatest  opportunity  for 
imaginative  and  creative  use  of  the  Balboa  Reservoir.

In  1985,  Dan  Delaney  Allen,  an  instructor  at  City  College,  died.   In 
May,  1985,  Richard  Hall  filed  a  petition  to  probate  part  of  Mr.  Allen's  lost 
holographic  will  in  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court,  Action  No.  240838.  Mr. 
Hall  claimed  that  Mr.  Allen's  will,  among  other  things,  left  his  house  for  the 
benefit  of  gay  students  at  City  College. 

In  June,  1985,  Mr.  Allen's  relatives  filed  both  a  petition  to 
administer  Mr.  Allen's  estate  (claiming  that  Mr.  Allen  had  died  intestate)  and 
a  contest  of  the  will  that  Mr.  Hall  had  offered  for  probate.   Subsequently,  a 
settlement  agreement  was  executed  by  the  Chancellor  on  behalf  of  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District,  Mr.  Hall,  Victor  J.  Allen,  another 
alleged  beneficiary,  and  Mr.  Hall's  relatives.  However,  paragraph  18  of  the 
settlement  agreement  provides: 

"All  the  parties  to  this  agreement  understand  that  once 
this  agreement  has  been  signed  by  all  except  the 
District,  it  must  be  approved  by  the  District's 
Governing  Body.   The  agreement  of  each  party  is 
expressly  conditioned  on  the  approval  of  this  agreement 
by  the  District.   The  parties  all  acknowledge  that 
until  the  Governing  Board  has  given  the  approval,  the 
District  has  not  in  any  way  agreed  to  this  agreement."

President  and  Members: 

The  theatre  rigging  system  in  the  Little  Theatre  was  installed  in 
1960.  Aside  from  routine  maintenance,  and  a  major  overhaul  in  1984,  there  has 
been  no  upgrading  or  redesign  of  the  system.   Certain  components  of  the  motor 
controls  and  console  are  obsolete  and  finding  replacement  parts  is 
increasingly  difficult. 

The  theatre  staff  finds  the  system  non-synchronous,  unreliable,  slow 
and  dangerous.   For  safety  reasons,  only  staff  and  no  students  are  permitted 
to  use  the  system.  Due  to  the  unreliability  of  the  system  it  is  used  only  for 
set  up  and  is  never  used  during  live  performances  to  fly  scenery. 

At  the  request  of  the  District,  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  conducted 
an  evaluation  of  the  theatre  rigging  and  prepared  a  report  in  April,  1987. 
The  report  recommends  six  alternatives  for  the  redesign  and  upgrading  of  the 

system. 

The  theatre  staff  recommends  an  alternative  that  would  produce  a 
state-of-the-art  system  costing  approximately  $160,000. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this,  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  proposes  that 
performance  specifications  be  prepared  and  bids  solicited  for  the  design  and 
construction  of  the  new  system.   They  estimate  the  cost  of  this  phase  of  the 
project  to  be  $13,000.   Funds  have  been  budgeted  in  the  Capital  Outlay  Fund  to 
cover  this  cost.   The  College  proposes  to  fund  the  design  and  construction 
phase  from  their  allocation  of  equipments  funds  from  the  State  Instructional 
Equipment  Replacement  and  Library  Materials  Purchases  Program. 

Therefore,  staff  recommends  that  a  Controller's  Journal  Entry  be 
issued  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Engineering  in  the  amount 
of  $13,000,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  performance  specifications  and  bid 
documents  for  the  project.

During  these  seven  semesters, 
enrollment  has  ranged  from  18  to  45,  and  student  and  staff  evaluations  of  the 
program  have  been  highly  favorable.  Activities  prices  quoted  by  ESA  are 
fixed,  not  subject  to  fluctuation  in  exchange  rates.   The  current  semester 
activities  price  is  $3,180.  ESA  attributes  the  increase  to  the  dollar's 
decline  in  value  and  inflation  in  France.

President  and  Members: 

Provisions  of  the  California  Labor  Code  Section  3074  state  that 
local  community  college  districts  may  provide  vocational  education  and 
supplemental  instruction  for  apprentices.  Also,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
California  Administrative  Code,  Title  8,  Sections  235  through  241,  a  local 
community  college  district  and  a  Joint  Apprenticeship  Committee  (JAC)  may 
enter  into  a  joint  agreement  whereby  excess  costs  Incurred  by  the  District  in 
connection  with  the  apprenticeship  program  sponsored  by  the  Committee  shall 
be  payable  by  the  Committee.   Further,  a  community  college  district  may, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  California  Education  Code  Sections  81529 
and  81530,  lease  offslte  facilities  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
district's  vocational  education  objectives. 

The  John  O'Connell  Community  College  Center  in  cooperation  with 
various  JAC's  in  San  Francisco,  has  offered  apprenticeship  training  programs 
for  many  years.  The  various  programs  are  tailored  to  the  needs  and 
requirements  of  the  apprentices  in  the  various  trades.  Classes  are  held  in 
various  District  facilities  as  well  as  in  facilities  provided  by  the  JAC's. 

The  SFCCD  provides  all  the  certificated  instructors  and  related 
costs  for  the  programs.  The  District  is  reimbursed  apart  from  general  state 
apportionment  by  the  State  for  the  conduct  of  the  apprenticeship  program 
according  to  the  student  contact  hours  generated  by  the  programs. 

For  FY  1981-82,  under  the  authorization  of  Board  Resolution  No. 
811215-W2,  the  SFCCD  entered  into  rental  agreements  with  seven  JAC's  for  the 
use  of  union  facilities  by  the  John  O'Connell  Center  apprenticeship  programs. 
Subsequently,  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  for  Related  and  Supplemental  Instruction  of 
the  San  Francisco  Labor-Management  Apprenticeship  and  Training  Committee  was 
formed,  representing  all  the  JAC's,  to  meet  with  the  SFCCD  to  discuss  the 
distribution  of  funds  among  the  various  apprenticeship  training  programs. 
After  numerous  meetings,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  and  the  SFCCD  staff  tentatively 
agreed  that  (1)  25%  of  the  funds  generated  by  apprenticeship  program 
attendance  should  be  retained  by  the  SFCCD  for  direct  and  general 
administrative  support  of  the  programs;  (2)  75%  of  the  funds  generated  should 
be  expended  in  the  apprenticeship  programs  for  Instructor's  salaries, 
supplies,  rental  of  facilities  and  other  direct  costs,  and  (3)  the  SFCCD 
would  enter  into  an  agreement  with  each  JAC  to  formalize  said  distribution  of 
funds .
